The Prince has a free morning. At 4-30 p. m. 
he will attend Military Sports at Secunderabad. 
Major-General 0. A. C. Godwin, O.M.G., 
D.S.O., A.D.C., General Officer Commanding 
the Station, Secunderabad, and the Officers of 
the Garrison will be At Home, 

His Eoyal Highness will approach the ground 
from the South and drive up the Eace Course 
past the enclosures ; he will alight at the Grand 
Stand. 

In addition to the Grand Stand enclosure to 
which admission will be by invitation there 
will be also separate enclosures for military 
units, civilians and school children. The last 
event on the programme is timed to end 
at 6-35. p. m. 


Departure. 

At 6 p. m. His Eoyal Highness will leave 
Hyderabad Eailway Station. The departure 
will be private. A Eoyal Salute of 31 guns 
will be fired on Monday, the 30th January 
1922, by His Exalted Highness’ Artillery (No. 1 
Pield Battery) at Chadarghat and by a battery 
of Eoyal Field Artillery at Secunderabad. 
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Arrangements are being made both in Se- 
cunderabad and in the Eesideacy Bazars to 
commemorate the Prince’s visit by the distri- 
Wion of food and clothing to the poor of th^ 
areas, on a day during the visit. In addi- 
tion the school children of Secunderabad are 
being given an opportunity to see the Prince at 
the Bnvievr of Troops and the Military Sports 
and His Exalted Highness* Government are 
generously organising tieats for the children of 
the State and the Kesidenoy Bazars schools. 

The detachment of British Troops on duty 
at Falaknuma Castle Trill be found from the 
Ist Battalion The Green Howards under the 
command of Captain H. 8. Bagnall. They 
wiU furnish the guards and sentries imme- 
diately round the Castle; in addition to 
these there will be outer cordons furnished
